He met Qswald at the Ryder, sitting to himself, pseaking to no one, 
but sh@éduled to speak, He was pointed out to Sultzer~as the “leader" of 
the lécal FPCC. Sultzer is:uncertain who introduced them.He thinks it 
may have been Howie Cohen. Sultzer says he was presented to Oswald as 
a "revolutionary", Oswald thereupon gave him a quizical look, a half 
smile, end said not a word, not exactly what the script requires of a 
"revolutionary" whose immediate purpose is the location and involvement 
of like-minded help. 


Sultzer says he did not hear Oswald's, sveech, probably because he had 
to lea®e. Other indications are that he did not because Oswald made none. 
Sultazer did not sign the guest reigistry and thinks that although he was 
kat the Ryder often, henever did. This-is my recollection frm having 
examined the registry a month ago. 


Until 1963 Sultzer lived in the Quarter, His present address is 
2333 Magazine, 523-1680. He kmows no one in the. area of tk 4900 block, 
He will think back over these he knew in his Quarter daysto see if any 
of them might possess interesting knowledge or mayhave been in a position 
to ebserve what might be worth knowing. 


In about 1829 he was a member of the Communist Party, and he left it. As a 
concequence he had security pxrblems in his echoyment, although th first 
such case was resolved in his favor.
